ASA HARTZ IS TAKEN PRISONER. 


Jacge O’Diucntiz, Esa.—My Dear 
Boxer: Iam a conquered province ; 
a subjugated sovereignty. In the 
beautiful and expressive lingo of the 
army, lam gone up—in more ways 
than one. Asa Hartz is a prisoner of 
war. 

And so is Klubs. 

That you may know, my dear bower, 
the full history of this lamentable 
affair, Ihave concluded to overhaul 
my journal, and give you the particu- 
lars through the Mobile Tribune, be- 
ginning with 

Sunday, July the 19th—Mounted 
the poop-deck of a horse that had been 


impressed from the undertaker by the | 


laziest Lieutenant in the service, and 
was going toward the Lapstone 
Rangers at the rate of a mile an hour. 
Sent Klubs ahead as an advanced 
guard, withinstructions to reconnoiter 
and find out if the enemy were near. 
Klubs is a genius, my bower, keenly 
alive to all that’s on the board, and on 
this occasion played his hand beauti- 
fully ; so well, indeed, that we will 
both have an opportunity to spend 
the summer and fall months where the 
delightful brezes of Erie lake will fan 
our fevered brows. 

Klubs went ahead, and as soon as 
out of sight, made a brilliant, dash- 
ing and successful raid upon a farm- 
house dairy—capturing, without loss, 
a pail of buttermilk. The gobbling 
process, so far as the buttermilk was 
concerned, was scarcely over, when 
two very eloquent gentlemen, in blue, 
made their appearance at dairy door 
fnd persuaded Klubs to “come out 0’ 
fhat and mount.” Klubs would wil- 
lingly have declined the invitation, my 
bower, but the careless handling of a 
sabre and two revolvers served to im- 
press him with the necessity of at 
once accepting—and Klubs was led 
off a captive. 

In the sweet innocence of ignorance 
regarding the fate of poor Klubs, I 
rode on, my bower, until a sudden 


; turn in the road brought me sacredly 


near a few hundred Illinois and Mis- 
souri cavalry. Finding I had sur- 
prised them on their right flank, the 
stragetic idea at once occureed to me 
that it would be a dogon’d good joke 
to turn back, and by making a detour 
surprise them on their left. At least 
I supposed they were surprised ; I 
know that I was very much so, my 
bower, The movement was doubtless 
a good one, if it was carried out, but 
there were two obstacles to its accom- 
plishment. First, a chronic indisposi- 
tion to move on the part of my steed. 
Second, the peculiar winning and per- 
suasive style in which a couple of the 
gay and festive riders, with Teutonic 
accent, suggested the peeey of my 
coming on, “and that d quick 
too ! ” 

By way of doing away with any 
mistake in regard to the direction I 
was to take, two carbines were placed 
in horizontal positinn, the little end of 
each bearing direetly upon a point six 
inches above my horse’s ears—by 
which I understood that my line of 
march lay directly in the direction oc- 
cupied by their big ends. The attrac- 
tion was so intense, my bower, that I 
found it impossible to turn my own or 
my horse’s head from them, and ac- 
cordingly went on. The following 
conversation took place : 


| Gay and festive Raider—W ho you was? 


Asa Hartz—I am Asa Hartz. 

Raider—V ot rank ? 

Asa Hartz—Major and A.Q. Z. of 
the Lapstone Rangers, Cosmopolitan 
Corps. 

Wanted to know if I had any arms. 
Told him no, and wouldn’t hurt him for 
anything in the world. Begged him 
not to be afraid, but to lead the way 
to the boss of the raid. Carried me 
up to Major Fullerton, who told me to 
make myself at home ; that he was on 
a little pleasure excusion and was only 
waiting for me to make up the party. 
Was turned over to Major Montgom- 
ery, of the 6th Missouri Cavalry, a 
gentleman and a soldier, my bower, 
and worthy of a better cause. 

And that was the way in which I 
was taken in out of the wet. 

Monday 20th—By tacit agreement, 
it was conceded that I was not a pris- 
oner, but had captured the entire 
party of raiders, and I immediately 
took command of the expedition, by 
riding in advance of the column. 
Klubs, ta,prevent straggling, remain- 
ed in the rear; didn’t pormit any one 
to leave the line during the march, to 
go into watermelon patches—oh, no! 
Stopped at night with a patriotic old 
farmer, whose sole concern was simply 
a desire to know if we were able to 
pay for what we got in greenbacks. 
Told we would. Patriotic old farmer 
was satisfied. ° 

Tuesday 21st—Slept last night in a 
bed. Feel badly this morning. The 
farmer’s “institution,” to the number 
of twenty or thirty, mounted horses, 
belonging to farmer, and asserted their 
new freedom by taking position in the 
rear of the column. Observing: little 
miss (grand-daughter of patriotic far- 
mer) stood at the gate, and as the 
family servants and family horses filed 
past, the lachrymal of her first young 
sorrow streaming down her innocent 
checks. - 

Wednesday, 22d—Slept last night 
between two doctors, of the Federal 
persuasion, and feel grateful that I am 
alive this morning. Entertained some 
doubts of the latter proposition until 
fully satisfied of the fact by Klubs, 
who introduced to my favorable con- 
sideration a glass, with a little sugar 
and water, and—something in it. Am 
introduced to several major-generals, 
brigadier-generals, colonels, captains, 
etc. Was told to make myself com- 
fortable, and every practicable ar- 
rangement seems to have been made 
to render the accomplishment of that 
object easy. [Mem.—The Federal 
generals don’t live any better than the 
rebel generals, my bower. ] 

Thursday, Aug. 23d—Prepare to go 
to Vicksburg by railroad ; start to 
Vicksburg by railroad; walk four 
miles and a half through the hot sun 
and see the great Ulysses S., playfully 
and facetiously called old “Uncondi- 
tional Surrender.” Ask to be paroled 
and go back into Dixie. Nary parole 
except the limits of the city. A walk 
around this famous bone of sanguinary 
contention, my bower, reveals some 
curious facts and arouses some special 
recollections. Here are holes in the 
bluffs wherein the Lapstones sheltered 
themselves from the iron storm, or 
peacefully sought to eat in comfort 
their rations of the last mule and the 
“last dorg.” By the way, my bower, 
that “last dorg” speech of my uncle 
Berton is a k-a-nard. 
it. | 

It is doubtless a fabrication of my 


Ile never made} 


uncle Jake to get up a sort of a dime- 
and-a-half enthusiasm in the minds of 
outsiders, and induce credulous people 
to believe that the Lapstones had some 
respect for Mr. Berton. You have 
doubtless heard, too, my bower, that 
Vicksburg went up for want of pro- 
visions. 

That story won’t do, Jaque, for I 
saw with my own eyes the levee, so 
far as the eye could reach, covered 
with commissary’s stores, and plenty 
of boats waiting to disgorge more. I 
was astonished too, to notice what a 
tremendous change had taken place 
in public sentiment during one short 
month. Thirty days ago, my. bower, 
this place was filled with soldiers who 
swore by Jeff. Davis, and now—would 
you believe it?—every man you mect 
is a son of a gun, dressed in blue, and 
thinks Abe Lincoln is boss of the con- 
cern. This is a curious fact, and I am 
going to bed now to sleep upon it. 
* * * * * * 

A dreary week of fever has elasped, 
my bower, since my daily journal of 
events was touched. The quick and 
constant rush of hot blood through 
my veins has left me, in the languaze 
of Klubs, “ powerful weak.” In the 
intervals of delirium, I have caught 
sight of a female figure, escaping from’ 
my room, and know that some minis- 
tering angel of the female style of 
architecture has been attending me in 
my illness. God bless the women! 

Left Vicksburg on the steamboat 
Hope, with about six hundred com- 
panions in misery. Upon parole not 
to escape, had the freedom of the boat, 
and gratefully acknowledged the cour- 
tesy and kindness of Captain McGin- 
nis, and all the other officers of the 
steamer. Reached the heights of Cairo, 
took the railroad and ran through the 
States of Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, 
faster than you can go from patriotic 
to Jackson Meridian. I wish you 
would write to “old Blizzard,” my 
bower, and tell him that Asa Hartz is 
gobbled. I am in Sandusky City, wait- 
ing for the boat to take me across the 
bay to Johnson’s famous isle, where I 
will meet about a thousand of right- 
eous. They are to hive me there, my 
bower, and I will write you oftev—if 
they will let me. Yours, as far as I 
cah go. ASA HARTZ.

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Wednesday Morning, February 3, 1864. 
Brother - Kinney Once More! — 
A few days since we devoted a little space 
to the Delegate from Utah, and supposed we 
had done with him for the present. Then, he 
was applying for information from some Com- 
mittee in Congress, and seemed to be woefully 
agitated over the keeping of “a large standing 
army among tho peaceful and loyal people of 
Utah.” Not having succeeded in extracting 
the desired information from Congress. and 
being rather snubbed by that somewhat prac- 
tical body—which now-a-days has little taste 
for such Quixotic enterprises as “fighting 
windmills,’—Mr. Kinney like Mississippi 
t in a tight place, takes another 
nd undertakes to answer his own in- 
tive Resolution and enlighten the War 
partment. 
We understand that the Delegate from Utah 
has made written application to the War 
Department for the removal of the troops 
from this Territory, for divers and sundry rea- 
sons. It is no doubt an interesting document, 
and we hope some day to be able to lay it be- 
fore our readers. In the meantime, however. 
we think it well to let the people of this 
Territory know what their Representative is 
doing, lest his own native modesty might 
never apprise them of the heroic efforts he is 
making in their name, and ostensibly in their 
behalf. We are happy therefore to be able to 
give the substance if not the words of our 
worthy Delegate. Bro. Kinney expresses the 
most profound detestation of “this wicked re- 
bellion,”’ and is perfectly willing to have it 
crushed by the “gallant Gen. Connor’ and bi 
brave Californians. | 7 
He is affected almost to tears that such 
stout arms should be allowed to wither away 
frem pure inertion, among the loyal people of 
Utah. Are not, says’ he, the Indians all right? 
Do not the stages safely traverse the road laden 
with letters, and overladen with Pub. Doc's 
franked by J. F. K? Have not the members 
of the Legislature all taken the oath of alle- 
giance, administered by the late Chief Justice 
himself? All of which questions may be an- 
swered in the affirmative, and yet involve no 
good reason for the removal of the troops. 
Bro. Kicney sbould remember the old ad- 
age, that “an ounce of prevention is better 
than a pound of cure.”” What security would 
there be if the troops left this Territory, that 
the Indians would remain quiet? Whocould 
sav that the scenes of massacre and blood- 
shed which devastated the land before the 
soldiers arrived here would not be repeated ? 
Who can vouch for the continuance of peace 
when the troops are withdrawn? Who does 
not know that the present peaceful condition 
of the Territory was only wrung from the 
savages, by whipping them into subjection, 
nnd after several fights with and victories 
over them? Mr. Kinney thinks that the work 
of the California soldiers in Utah is done. 
Mr. Kinney is mistaken. It is only just be- 
gun, and uoder the blessing of Heaven it 
will be completed. The soldiers are going 
not only to give peace to the people, but to 
perpetuate it. They intend that the Overland 
Mail shall pass and repasss daily in security— 
that emigrants shall cross the continent safe 
from molestation—that men may be free to 
come aud go as they list without fear—tbat 
there shall be no more Humboldt murders or 
Mountain Meadow massacres--that adventur- 
wus men from the East and West, wishing to 
jvcate upon and develop the riches of Uncle 
Sam's wide domain, shall be protected in so 
doing. Yn a word, they intend that all men 
shall know, recognize and respect the fact 
that Utab Territory is a part of heritage ol 
Fes citizen of the United States, and when

California has been crazy enough to object to 
the presence of the soldiers at the Presidio, 
Fort Point, or Alcatraz? Or of the 6th Cal. 
Vols., at Benicia, or of the location of Camp 
Union at Sacramento? What would be said 
or thought of a Massachusetts Union man 
complaining of the presence of Union troops, 
in, around and all about Boston? Truly, it 
would be highly ridiculous. Loyal and peace- 
ful men don’t object to having loyal troops 
near them. To the true citizen there is no 
terror in the proximity of Union soldiers, and 
to a loyal community itis no menace when 
our country’s loyal regiments march to their 
towns, cities, Territories or States, to give 
them protection or receive their hospitalities. 
When soldiers of the Union become obnox- 
ious to a community, for no apparent cause, 
it does not argue much for either the loyalty, 
patriotism or lamb-like disposition of that 
community. Mr. Kinney, if an honest man, 
as we do not doubt he is, would not regard it 
as a menace fora police officer to put up at 
the same hotel with himself. 

But the plain fact is, that there are some 
folks in this Territory who don’t fecl altogeth- 
er confortable in the presence of Uncle Sam’s 
blue coats, and whose every effort it is and 
has been to instil into the people’s minds that 
the Government and its agents are their di- 
rect foes. The conduct and bearing of th 
troops since they have been here have alread 

e much to disabuse the people of the 

foiion When, therefore, Mr. Kinney de 
mands their removal he speaks in the interes 
or as the representative of men antagonistic 
to the Government, and not for the “loyal and 
peaceful people of Utah” or any other place. 
He is but the exponent of the exploded and 
unpatriotic policy of isolation, which sought 
to exclude by fair means or foul the migra- 
tion into the Territory of citizens whose right 
it is to come and whose mission it will be to 
develop, enrich, advance and, if necessary, 
hereafter revolutionize Utah. 

The people of this Territory are not so 
blind as to fail to see that the presence of the 
troops, while it ensures them protection, also 
opens to them a market for their produce and 
the products of their industry. The farmer 
knows that before they came he received but 
76 cents for bis wheat, in store goods ; while 
now it commands from $3 to five $5 per 
bushel, in cash. This enormous advance is 
not confined to wheat but to every thing the 
people have to sell. The troops have mainly 
‘contributed No this result, They have set 
}money afloat in abundance, where before it 
| was a curiosity, and the material prosperity 
of the Territory has been advanced four fold 
fin every respect. Mr. Kinney, we are con 
| vinced, does not speak in the interest of the 
| people when he makes his preposterous de- 
mands. Admitting all he alleges, the whole 
thing resolves itself into this proposition: If 
the people of Utah are loyal, the presence of 
loyal troops is no cause of offense, and they 
should not, therefore, be withdrawn. If the 
people of Utah, or any considerable number of 
them are disloyal, there is need forthe troops 
here, and they certainly should not be remov- 
ed. If Bro. Kinney will leave army matters to 
Gen. Halleck and the proper authorities, the 
“wicked rebellion’’ will be crushed soon 
enough to satisfy even his impatient soul, and 
if the War Department requires the presence 
of the California troops “on the Potomac”’ the 
news will come through the proper channels 
and be bailed joyfully by one and all of 
them. But we think the machine can be 
rua without the assistance of Utah’s project- 
ing enterprising and patriotic Delegate. 

It is hardly necessary for us to assure the 
people of this Territory, the majority of whom, 
we are convinced, would view with regret 
and alarm the departure of the troops, that 
the latter will not be withdrawn, notwith- 
standing the strenuous exertions of Mr. Del- 
egate Kinney to thatead. They will remain 
here until all possibility of danger from savage 
inroads shall have passed, and so long ag the 
tights, interests and welfare of American cit- 
izens in Utah shall demand their presence.

THE NEW NATIONAL CURRENCY. 


The first notes of the new National 
currency authorizéd by Congress in 
the beginning of the present year will 
be issued in a few days. Some of them 
have already been sent to Washing- 
ton to receive the Government im- 

ress. The considerable time which 
ee elapsed since the passage of the 
Act has been employed in completing 
the designs and perfecting the notes. 
No official statements in relation to 
this currency have yet been made by 
the Treasury Department, but the five 
dollar and ten dollar notes, which are 
respectively in the hands of the Con- 
tinental and American Bank Note 
Companies, of thie city, and some un- 
finished dies for the notes of higher 
denominations, sufficiently indicate 
the nature of the designs. 

The plan of the notes is novel, and 
singularly beautiful. The prominent 
heads and figures which distinguish 
so many of the bank bills now in use 
are entirely omitted from these notes; 
the figures denoting value are small ; 
and the borders are neatly and care- 
fully engraved with combinations and 
wreaths. Thé ordinary distinction be-_ 
tween the “face” and “back” of bank 
notes has in this case been so nearly 
destroyed that the designations “ ob- 
serve” and “reverse” have taken the 
place of those terms in the nomencla- 
ture adopted by the department. The 
idea underlying the system upon 
which will be carried through the se- 
ries of $5, $10, $20, $50, $100, $500 
and $1,000, is that of representing in 
the vignettes on the face of the notes 
the leading events in the history of 
our country, with corresponding alle- 
gorical pieces of pleasing effect, and 
generally of patriotic suggestion. 
Covering nearly half the space on the 
back of the notes there are engrav- 
ings of celebrated pictures, illustra- 
tive of American history, from ‘“ The 
Landing of Columbus,” which deco- 
rate the five dollar note, to the events 
of the revolution, while “the battle of 
Lake Erie” is one of the vignettes of 
the one hundred dollar denomination. 
It may be inferred, but it is by no 
means certain, that the illustrations 
on the five hundred dollar and the 
thousand dollar notes, which it is un- 
derstood are not yet in the hands of 
the engraver, unless in the Depart- 
ment at Washington, are to commem- 
orate the progress and collapse of the 
rebellion. Below will be found brief 
descriptions of the notes nearly fin- 
ished, with some-account of the others. 
There are two vignettes on the 
face of each note, which is entirely 
printed in black, and besides the prin- 
cipal piece on the back are the Na- 
tional arms and those of the State 
where the bank of issue is situated, 
which, with the border, are printed in 
green. 


THE FIVE DOLLAR NOTE. 

The vignette at the left hand lower 
corner represents Columbus discover- 
ing the land. Columbus is in the 
foreground; on the deck of his vessel, 
is a figure turning toward him, as if 
in consultation. Another figure is re- 
presented grasping a crucifix; the 
face is turned heavenward. In the 
background is a group, of which the 
principal figure is a priest. On the 
other end of the note is an allegorical 
piece representing Columbus intro“ 
ducing America to the Old World. 
The design of this piece is happily 
conceived and rendered. The figure 
of America is that of a young girl. Eu- 
rope, Asia and Africa are represented 
by corresponding figures. Europe is 
in the immediate foreground, Asia is 
next, and the sable figure of Africa is 
standing further back. There is also 
a distant view of shipping and the 
ocean. The back of the note is orna- 
mented with a finely executed engray- 


ing of the Landing of Columbus, from 
the painting by Vanderlyn, in the ro- 
tunda of the Capitol at Washington. 
The appearance of the representation 
on the note is Breatly superior to that 
of the original, the drawing having 
been improved by Casilear and other 
artists. The ends, of elaborate scroll 
and lathe work, include, at the right, 
in an oval an inch by an inch and a 
half, the National eagle and shield, 
with “U.S.” in cipher on the sky in 
the background. e corresponding 
oval at the other endof the note will 
contain the coat of arms of the State, 
as already described. The name of 
the State will appear on the sky in the 
background. The legend on the face 
of the note is as follows : 
NATIONAL CURRENCY.

These words are so much crowded 
on the note, and the letters are so 
black, that the beauty of the engrav- 
ing is less displayed than it otherwise 
would be. The places for the signa- 
tures of the President and Cashier are 
next the lower margin, and near the 
vignettes. The following is that part 
of the inscription on the back which 
describes the uses of the note : 

This note is receivable at par in all 
parts of the United States in payment 
of all taxes and excises and all other 
dues to the United States, except 
duties on imports, and also for all 
salaries and other debts and demands 
owing by the United States to indi- 
viduals, corporations and associations 
within the United States, except in- 
terest on public debt. 

THE TEN-DOLLAR NOTE. 

The legends on the ten-dollar note 
are the same as those on the five, with 
the exception, of course, of the de- 
nomination. The general arrangement 
of details is the same, and in that re- 
spect the description of the five will 
apply to the entire series. The vig- 
nettes and engravings form the main 
points of difference. The general shape 
and design of the figures are also 
changed. The vignette representation 
of Fact om the ten-dollar note deline- 
ates the experiment of Franklin by 
which, with the historical kite, he 
caught the lightning. The philosopher 
in the foreground stands perfectly un- 
disturbed in the storm, while lurid 
flashes light up the clouds; an attend- 
ant with the “ bottle ”—the electrical 
jar into which Franklin conveyed the 
lightning—is represented in the en-. 
graving. The scene is one of much 
sublimity. The corresponding allego- 
rical piece is a beautiful conception. 
The Genius of America, represented 
by a female figure, borne upon an ea- 
gle amid the clouds, grasps a thunder- 
bolt. The characteristic placidity which 
distinguishes Franklin attaches also 
to this figure in a remarkable degree. 
The engraving on the back of the note 
is from the well known painting, ‘“ De 
Soto Discovering the Mississippi. ” 
There are many figures, and the pic- 
ture as here represented is improved 
from the original, like that of the land- 
ing of Columbus on the five-dollar note. 
The work is in the highest gy dee art, 
The other portions of the k are 
like those on the note first described. 

OTHER NOTES. 

The historical representation on the 
face of the twenty-dollar note is of the 
battle of Lexington. The allegorical 


| piece is “Loyalty ;” and it isa timely | 


and spirited picture. A figure of Lib- 
erty, standing in the foreground, bears 
aloft the stars and stripes. Near by, 
on each side and in the background, 
are figures of men—farmers, artisans 
and others—who are around the flag. 
On the back of the note ‘The Baptism 
of Pocahontas” is engraved. 

The vignette on the fifty-dollar note 
is “Washington crossing the Dela- 
ware.” The corresponding allegory, 
not yet finished, is understood to be 
“A Prayer for Victory.” The back is 
ornamented with an engraving from 
Wier’s “Embarkation of the Pilgrims.” 

The one-hundred-dollar note will have 
on the face a vignette of the “ Battle 
on Lake Erie,” and an allegorical illus- 
tration entitled “Maintain It”—that is, 
liberty and nationality. 
ration af Independence, ”. from Trum- 
bull’s picture, is to be engraved on 
the back. None of the notes, except 
the five and ten dollar denominations, 
can be promised for distribution to the 
banks for some time to come. It is

COUNTERFEITING. 
The penalties prescribed in the law 
for counterfeiting, or in any manner 


altering or imitating the notes, or pass-| ° 


ing spurious issues, will probably de- 
ter individuals who have any capital, 
or regard for their own safety, from 
making such efforts. The following 
is a part of the inscription on the back 
of the notes: 

Counterfeiting or altering this note, 
or passing any counterfeit or altera- 
tion of it, or having in possession any 
counterfeit plate, or impression of it, 
or any paper made in immitation of 
the paper on which it is printed, is fel- 
ony, and is punishable by $1,000 fine 
or fifteen years imprisonment at hard 
labor, or both. 

It is a question, however, for many 
reasons which we have not space to 
consider, whether the notes could be 
successfully counterfeited. 

WHAT HAS BEEN ACCOMPLISHED. 

The beauty of the designs which 
have been chosen for the embellish- 
ment of the notes; the artistic execu- 
tion of the work; the general similari- 
ty of appearance of the differ@nt de- 
nominations, though the variety is 
sufficiently marked to be evident upon 
the most casual observation, and the 
strictly National character of the notes, 
form, with other qualities, a currency 
which it is safe to say has never been 
equaled. The peculiar adaptation of 
the designs, particularly of the histo- 
rical pictures, renders the new curren- 
cy perfectly unique as well as beauti- 
ful. Considerations relating to the fi- 
nancial system tpon which the Nation- 
al currency is founded are not within 
the scope of this article, and it re- 
mains only to observe that the maxi- 
mum ‘amount of currency to be issued 
is $300,000,000, and about one hun- 
dred and sixty banks have been av- 
thorized.
